HONGKONG. 
nee 
“Rear-Admiral, Philip H. Cooper, accompanied 
by his flag lieutenant, Victor Blue, arrived here 
“from America yesterday aboard the Korea, 
They are en route to Manila, where Admiral 
Cooper will succeed Admiral Wildes as second 
in command of the Asiatic squadron, Admiral 
Wildes was detached a few weeks ago on ac. 
count of sickness. Admiral Coopers new 
command is considered a very desirable one, 
“He will command the southern division of the 
Asiatic station and within-a year will succeed 
Rear-Admiral Robley D, Evans in supreme 
command of the Asiatic fleet. , 

Rear-Admiral Cooper graduated from the 
. Naval Academy in 1263 and served during the 
latter part of the Civil Waras an ensign under 
Admirals Farragut and Thatcher. He was 
one of the heroes of Mobile bay and later 
took part in the defence of Mobile. After. the 
warhe served in various offices with distinc- 
tion, From 189} to 1898 he was superin- 
tendent of the Naval Academy, -- Since then he 
has sucressively commanded the cruiser Sart 
Francésco, the cruiser CAtengo and the battle- 
ship fowa, He has been a Rear-Admiral since 
February of Inst year, Since attaining his pre- 
sent rank he has been in charge of the navaf 
defence of the Atlantic coast, and quite recently 

_took part in the naval manauvres under 
Admiral Dewey. : 

Lieutenant Victor Biue has a distinguished 
naval record. During the Spanish war he won 
quite a little fame by landing on the Cuban 
coast’at Asseraderos, worming his way through 
the Spanish lines, reconnoltering Santiago 
harbour from a commanding height and 
‘definitely setting the question of the presence 
of Cervera’s fleet in the harbour, Two weeks 
later he again passed the Spanish lines and 
made a chart of the Spanish ships in the har- 
bour After that he was placed in command of 
the captured Spanish gunboat Alvarado and 
took part in the engagement with the batteries 
at Manzanillo, Subsequently he acted as flag 
lieutenant to Admiral Kempff during the 
Boxer troubles in China.

KIDNAPPING. NEAR. AMOY. 


FACTS ON KIDNAPPING. - 


Near Amoy isa village named Kaupu, ‘under 
the jurisdiction of the Tungan Magistrate, . In 
this village live three’ men, who carry on 
kidnapping as a trade, says the shanghat 
Mercury, They bring bring little boys’ and 
girls from the country round Foochow and 
Hlinghwa to sell at Amoy, Whether they 
procure children by ‘actual kidnapping ‘or 
enticement or by buying them, from poor 
Patents unable to support them cannot be 
known, but in-all cases the, sale or purchase of 
children. and all cases .of kidnapping are in- 
fractions of Chinese law. General Yang Si 
Yuen heard of the kidnappers at Kau pu 
and sent the Haifang, or coast protector, 
With some officers and men to Kau-pu 
to arrest the guilty men, who, however, 
heard of the intended visit inlime to escape, 
The Haifang sealed up the door of the house 
occupied .by the kidnappers, took away ‘the 
wife of one and the son of another and also 
arrested the family chief and ihe landlord of 
the house. These four persons were conveyed 
to Amoy to be examine 1. Orders were left 
that the kidnappers should be arrested on their 
return, The account in a Chinese newspaper 
as given in detail by an Amoy corresponde ut
